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IS THE TRUTH 
IRRELEVANT

On July 15, 1936, in the British House of 
Commons, Mr. Oliver Locker-Lampson, M. 
P., a close friend of a family of Internation- 
al bankers, urged the then Attorney Gen- 
eral to institute legal proceedings against 
the authors or publishers of a paper con- 
taining allegations of crime against a min- 
ority group of British citizens. 

Subsequently the publisher was sentenc- 
ed to 6 months imprisonment. In his defense 
during the trial the publisher attempted to 
produce documentary proof of all that he 
had written. The judge refused to permit 
the defendant to present his evidence and 
ruled that “the truth of a libel is no 
defense.” 


Enlarging upon his ruling the Attorney 
General said: “It is correctly laid down that 
the defendant is in no case allowed to prove 
the truth of a seditious libel as a justifica- 
tion for having published it.” He added, 
“That is the law as I understand it.” 

When the decision of the court was 
questioned later a paper- was written in 
which the attorneys said: “It was deemed 
sufficient under the law that the statements 
had been written and that they rendered 

is_Mejesty’s—subjects (of the minority 
SFoup) to suspicion, affront and boycott, 
and so amounted to a Public Mischief.” 

In America today there is not a news- 
paper that dares to print factual news con- 
cerning this minority group and its activ- 
ities even when such activities are inimical 
to the interests of the vast majority or to 
the welfare of the United States as a whole.

For the simple reason that this minority 
group holds the power of boycott and 
through a multitude of connections it is able 
to have advertising withheld from such 
newspapers and even to cut off its supply 
of news print.
